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The Conclufion of Monfieur de Mellarede’s Memorial to 
the Swifs Cantons. 


FTER you shad confider'd the Marquefs de 
A Puifieux’s Offer to 
Faufligni to your keeping, you fignified to him, wit 
your’ how little fuch Offers 
conducd to theSecurity of your Liberty,and how fhort 
they fell of the Care you thought it became you to 
take of your own Prefervation, and of the Regard 
you had reafon to expect his moft Chriftian Majefty 
would have had to you, confidering the many fignal 
Services you had done him, 

What did the Marquefs de Puifieux, finding you 
had difcover’d the Snares he had laid, and that all his 
Artifice was ufelefs? he was no longer able to re- 
ftrain that Spirit of Violence which animates the 
Court of France againft their Neighbours; he gave 
vent to his Paffion, without reflecting that it was an 
unlucky Jundéture of Time, and chat he fhould pro- 
voke a formidable Nation, that has a great In- 
fluence on the Affairs of Europe. He prefented his 
Memorial of the 22d of February, that Memorial in 
which he talks to you like a Soveraign ; in which he 
dares to tell you, that you affect to make irregular 


(or unreafonable) Demands,and that you fet no Value~ 


on his Mafter’s Favours to you; in which he terms 
your moft juft and neceflary Fears, imaginary ; in 
which he declares that he cannot follicit his King in 
your behalf, but when you make Demands that are 
not prejudicial to his Intereft ; in which he profeffes, 
that he fhould difpleafe his moft Chriftian Majefty, if 
he fhould make any Inftance to him to grant your 
Demands : That Memorial, (once again, in which he 
~ fays he has tried all the reafonable Methods poffible 
to take off the Fears you thew of being furrounded ; 
and in which he,pretends you would expofe parc of 
his Mafter’s Dominions to the Mercy of his Enemies. 
Are thefe the good Offices you might have ex- 
pected from a Minifter who has refided fo long among 
you ? ahd who promis’d ro Inrereft himfelf always 
in whatever might be advantagious to you; in what- 
ever might contribute to the maintaining of your 
Peace, and to a good Underftanding between his 
Mafter and you: Thefe were the Profeflions he made 
bur 5 days before. ; 
- Thofe irregular Demands which he fays you affect 
to make, {pring only from your Defire to preferve in 
the hands of its lawful Prince, almoft the only Pro- 
vince that hinders your being wholly furrounded by 
France ; to procure the Neutrality of a Country, in 
whofe Confervation you are as much interefted as his 


Royal Highnefs bimfelf, whom part of the laudable 
Cantons are engag’d to Succour by their Alliances 


with him ; and for whofe Defence, the whole Hel- 
vetick Body referv’d to themfelves, by: the Perpetual 
Peace made with France, a Power of furnifhing 
Treops. The Favours the Marquels de Puificux {peaks 
of, and of which, he fays, you make no account,con- 
fift only of Snares that he had laid to entrap you, and 
Arvifices that he had ufed to elude the Satisfaction 
you demanded :- As for your Fears, he tells you they 
are Imaginary. Does it become him to fpeak thus of 
a Nation, that have given fo many Proofs of their 
Wifdom? Is there any thing more natural and more 
neceflary, than the taking of reafonable Precautions, 
tohinder a Potentate, whofe Ambition is generally 
confefs'd by all the World, from fatisfying thar Am- 
bition at your hen he fhould be fo inclin'd ? 


Have not all People thar have any value for their 
own Welfare, facrific’d all things to prevent falling 
into a Condition like that» to which France would 
reduce you ? Ina word, Is there any other Means of 


maintaining Liberty, than taking due Care that no~ 


Potentate may make any Attempt againft it impu- 
nibly @ 

The Marquefs de Puifieux will not employ his good 
Offices to procure the Satisfaction of your Demands, 
but when ony thall noz be prejudicial to the Intereft 
of bw King. That Intereft is, to reduce you to fach 
a Condition that you may be abfolutely at the Dif 
pofal of France. Whenever your Demands are againit 
this, you are to hope for nothing from him: Nay his 
Ambaffador tells you he thould incur his Difpleafure, 
if he fhould make any Inftance to him in behalf of 
fuch Demands. He profeffes, he has already tried 
all the reafonable Methods poffible to take off the 
Fears you thew of being furrounded ; and that he 
can do nomore. So that, moft illuftrious and moft 
puiffant Lords, you are not to expect to obtain any 
thing by way of Negociation, that may fufficiently 
fecure your Tranquility. As for his faying, that you 
would expofe part of his King’s Dominions to the 
Mercy of his Enemies, you know his Royal Highnefs 
my Mafter was always difpos’d to give you any rea- 
foriable Security, to make it fafe for you to engage 
your Word, that France fhould not be attack’d on 
the fide of 

If France prefumes-to treat you fo haughrily, at a 
time when they grave fo heavy a War upon their 
Hands, what may you not expect from them when 


they are more at Liberty ro act acccording to their - 


Inclination ; efpecially if you do not take folid and 
pn Meafures beforehand to fruftrate their De- 

ns 

Tis evident the King of France does not make fo 
much Difficulty to yield to your Demands, for any 
Advantage he propofes to draw from Savoy in the 
War he has begun upon his Royal Highness 3 but 
ame, becaufe he will not, (unlefs he is fore’d to ir,) 

eak the Scheme he has form’d againft your Liberty. 


He propofes to oblige his Royal Highnefs to ex- 


change Savoy: He has frequently atsempted to 
bring about that Defign,but to no purpofe.He knows, 
that the only way to compafs it, is to render all thar 
belongs ro his Royal Highnefs my Malter on this fide 


the Alps fo ufelefs and of fo little advantage to him,’ 


that the {malleft Territories he fhould give him, con- 
tiguous to Piemont, would be worth more to him 
than all Savoy. In this View, he almoft wholly 
ruin’d that Province in the former War : He is now 
refolv’d to lay it utterly defolate. He will demon- 
ftrare ro my Soveraign, that thar Country fhall be of 
no Ufe ro him,whenever there is War between them; 
and being well affar'd of his Royal Highne(s’s Incli- 
nation to keep fuch good Neighbours as you, Neigh- 
bours in whom he has fo great Confidence,and whofe 
Inrereft at this Juncture is ‘almoft the fame with his 
own, He will endeayour to render that Neighbour- 


hood ufelefs to him, that he may yreckon upon it no 


more. 

What renders it yet more vifible, that the Aim of 
France in all this is to furround you, is this; In the 
former War they had not Milan nor was the Elector 
of Bavaria in their Inrereft, and finding they bad it 
not in their power to furround you, they were very 
willing to confent to the Neutrality of Savoy 5 be- 
caufe by that means their Territories were cover — 
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that fide, and rhey were fenfible they fhould never 
draw fo much Advantage from.that Country,as woud 
anfwer the Charge and Trouble they fhould be 
oblig’d to be at to keep Poffeffion of i. That Pro- 
vince is now a greater, Charge to them,tho’ they can- 
not reap any effential Advantage from it, befides that 
of fhucing you up. Montmeillan is in fo good a 
Condition, that they cannot undertake the Siege of 
it, without imploying a confiderable Number of their 
Troops, thar are extreamly wanted elfewhere, nor 
without giving his Royal Highnefs an Opportunity, 
during that Diverfion, to pufh on the War vigoroufly 
in ‘other Parts. . While Montmeillan is in the Hands 
of my Soveraign, the Blockade of that Place, which 
is well provided with all things neceffary, will coft 
them fome thoufands of Men ; they cannot carry on 
“that Blockade, and at the fame time hinder my’Ma- 
fter from entering Savoy by the Pafflages he has kept, 
unlefs they conftantly maintain a very confiderable 
Body of Troops in that Country. The Marquefs de 
Puifieux fays, that Savoy will afford an eafie Paffage 
for his Mafter’s Troops to attack Piemont. Is it by 
the Mountain Cenis? *Tis known an Army and the 
Train thar muft follow ic would find it impracticable 
‘ to mafch by that Way, and that a few Men may de- 
fend it again{t a great Body of Troops. Is it by the 
Valley of Aoufte ? Are there not the fame Inconve- 
niencies at that Paffage, and are not the Forces his 
Royal Highnefs has pofted there fufficient to defend it 
againft 4 times their Number. And if the French 
would enter Piemont, are there not feveral Paffages 
that lead to it from Dauphiney, all eafier and nearer 
than that of the Valley of Aoufte, and that of the 
Mouutain Cenis? Have they not Places in the Neigh- 
bourkhood of Piemont, and have not their Armies al- 
ways pafs'd that way? No Man that: knows that 
Country, and the Route the French formerly took to 
enter Piemont, can want to be convince’d of this. 
Nor can France have any Defign to make ufe of Savoy 
for fending Trdops into the Dutchy of Milan,through 
Valais ; for, befides that it is not to be fuppos’d the 
Laudable Regents of that Country will give them 
Paffage, which would be a direct Breach of their 
Alliance with his Royal Highnefs,, the Imperial 
Troops and thofe‘of my Mafter are pofted in fuch a 
manner, that the French cannot get into the Dutchy 
of Milan through Valais without imminent Danger. 
From all this it evidently refults, that the Defign of 
France in obftinately keeping Poffeffion of Savoy, is 
to have it in their Power one day to give Laws to 
you. Rather than relinquith this View, they choofe to 
run the Hazard, not only, (if the Succefs of the High 
‘Allies thould be anfwerable to the Juftice of their 
Canfe,) of being thamefully driven out of that Coun- 
try, but likewile of feeing their own Territories on 
that fide expos’d to all the Calamities of War. 

But, moft illuftrious and moft puiffant Lords, tho’ 
the Defign of the French againft your Liberty,makes 
them covet fo earnefty to keep Savoy; you need but 
refolve they fhall, and they foon will give over that 
Project: The prefent Circumftances of Affairs will 
not fuffér them to perfift»in it, after you have pafs'd 
Refolutions becoming your felves; that moment they 
fee you take Meafures fuirable to the Importance of 
this great Affair, they will abate of their Obftinacy 
and comply with your Demands. P. Mellarede.
